FROM THE 
PASTOR’S DESK 

“Go Francis, and repair my church, which as 
you can, see it has fallen into ruin.” These are 
the words that St. Francis heard Christ speak 
to him in the year 1205 as he prayed and 
gazed upon the cross of the Church of San 
Damiano. That must have been some gaze that 
Jesus gave to St. Francis. That gaze moved St. 
Francis in such a radical way that he gave his 
life totally to Christ. That gazed began the 
turning point for St. Francis as he began to 
rebuild the Church—the body of Christ. 

The gaze of Christ moved the hearts of 
Simon, Andrew, James and John to abandon 
their nets and to follow Christ, calling them to 
be fishers of people. It was the power of the 


cross that moved the hearts of Katherine 
Drexel, Isaac Jogues, Elizabeth Seaton, and 
Kateri Tekakwitha to help rebuild the Church 
in North America. It was the yes of Mary, her 
consent to do the Father will that led her to 
be the handmaid, the servant of the Lord. It 
was the yes of Mary that enabled her to 
follow Jesus through the agony of the cross 
which led to the glory of the resurrection. 

We to must gaze upon the cross, letting the 
Christ speak and penetrated our hearts. We 
gaze upon the cross longing to hear the 
words. “Go and repair my church, which as 
you can, see it has fallen into ruin.” Take the 
time this week gazing at our San Damiano 
cross praying: 

I look to the Cross, I gaze upon its figure, 

I wait, I listen, I hope. 

Will you speak, will you move, will I be 
moved? 

Will you once again touch the heart of one 
who seeks? Of one who questions, of one 
who seems so lost? 

Will you embrace the soul, as you did that of 
Francis? Will you take it to Yourself? 

Will you give it peace, give it comfort, give it 
love? 

This soul waits, listens, prays for such grace. 
This soul seeks the Love from the Lover 

It wavers. It stumbles. It falls. 

Your gaze looks down, embraces all. Takes 
all. Loves All. Your Grace heals, accepts. 

Again you resOpond, Again you Love. Again 
you speak to a searching and troubled heart. 
I turn. I continue the journey. I continue in 
Hope. I too have heard you Speak
